The most remarkable phiotograph of
n meteor trail that has yet been taken,
go far as we know, wos recently repro
duced in L'Astronomis, The meteor
was soon from many points in South
Africa about & p. m. on June 2, 1912,
in hroad daylight, and the trafl that
it left behind remained visible unth
gonle time after sunsel, becoming
mora and more consplcuous as ihe
daylight faded.

The photograph, which shows the
trall as an fmmaonss, serpontine ribbon
in the western sky, waus taken al
Temple, Orange Fres State, about an
hour after the passage of the muteor
with a “court train”
